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checking [ 4 30] whether said timer has expired and, if said timer is expired, resetting £40} 
said logged IP address; and 

proceeding £450] normally with said new request; and 

if said timer is not expired, dropping or redirecting said TCP connection [ 4 60] ; 

if said source IP address does not match said logged source IP address, proceeding [ 4 50] 
normally with said new request and executing all the above steps with each newly received 
request £440}.
